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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 19 September 2005 amends claims 1-3 and cancels claim 4. 
Applicant's amendment has been fully considered and is entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 19 September, with respect to the amended claim limitations 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration required by the amendment, a new ground(s) of rejection is 
made in view of Schneier. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 2 objected to because of the following informalities: line 4 has the phrase "subket 
bits", which is believed to be "subkey bits". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schneier. Referring 
to claim 1, Schneier discloses the DES algorithm wherein a 64-bit block of plain text is split into 
a right half and a left half (Page 270), which meets the limitation of breaking down a data block 
into N>2 subblocks. The encryption key is broken up into 16 subkeys (Figure 12.1), which meets 
the limitation of generating an encryption key in the form of a set of subkeys. Then there are 16 
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rounds of identical operations in which the data are combined with the key (Page 270). In each 
round the key bits are shifted depending on a subblock (Page 270 & Figure 12. 1), which meets 
the limitation of a substitution operation is performed on the subkey depending on j-th subblock. 
The subblocks are converted using a two-place operation on the subblock and the subkey (Figure 
12.1). 

Referring to claims 2, 3, Schneier discloses that each round the key bits are shifted 
depending on a subblock (Page 270 & Figure 12.1), which meets the limitation of an operation of 
permuting subkey bits depending on the j-th subblock is used as the j-th subblock-dependent 
substitution operation, and an operation of cyclic offsetting subkey bits depending on the j-th 
subblock is used as the j-th subblock-dependent operation of permuting subkey bits.
